Moreer.er. there is SS.791.9G3 52 
of loans by these building associations, 
other than, mortgages, in the same re- 
port which is also untaxed. 
This 


omission from taxation is sanctioned 
by law, Section 3.836-7 R. S., whiftti «• 
press!? provides that shares and loans 
advanced to its members shall be ex- 
empted from taxation, and that pald- 
Rp shares should be treated as credits, 
which the members should return for 
taxation, individually. 


Farmer Perkins—I thought the con- 


stitution of Ohio of 1831 provided that 
all private property in the state should 
be taxed, except $200 in 
personal 


property, which the legislature might 
exempt. 


Lawyor Thorndlk'1—The constitu- 


tion. Article XII, Section 2. requires 
that laws shall be passed taxing, by 
a uniform rule, all moneys, credits or 
investments of any kind, and all real 
and personal propertv. except $200, 
which the legislature might exempt 
Building association mortgagps ccme 
clearly under the class of credits. 


The credits retumeil in Ohio in 1902 


are $80.028.411., The owners of these 
are paring two or three per cPnt. taxes 
on them, while Che owners of $84.837,- 
483 56 of buildiu!; association mort- 
gages are paying: no taxes at all.

The in- 
dividual can avoid taxation on his 
mortgages it bf la so disposed, and 
the disposition Is not usually lacking 


Fanner Perkins—Then what does 


the I80.02S.411 of credits returned in 
Ohio represent?

residuum of the citizens of Ohio, who 
f!'.! not, or cannot, avoid the return 
of their credits, usually mortgages.

In states whore, 
happily, the taxing power is subject 
to no limitations, savings banks he.' e 
been exempted, or partially exempted, 
to enable the poor but thrifty to ac- 
cumulate some money. It is the true 
and just policy of every state tiiat its 
cltl2ens 
should 
be 
self-supporting, 


should create wealth and save It. 
Legislation should be such as to pro- 
mote and Increase habits of thrift and 
saving. 
Ohio 
had 
to 
keep 
in 


line with those states that were free 
nnder their constitutions to favor 
building 
associations 
and 
savings 


banks, and to do so had to modify its 
own constitution 
by nullifying the 


same, and has done so since April 13, 
18S9, without the protest of a single 
citizen. It was done as a necessity— 
self-preservation. 
While you are shed- 


ding tears for the $90,000,000 of cred- 
its not returned by the building asso- 
ciations in 1902. you should save some 
for the $229,000,f»00 of credits and for 
the $257,000,000 of money in the banks 
Of Ohio not returned for taxation.

Had the building associa- 
tions paid tttxes In the same ratio as 
the banks, they would in 1902 have 
paid as taxes to Franklin county $16,- 
907.42. whereas they paid nothing.
